Summary of purpose and/or change: 

 
LB 757 would have amended section 77-2715.07 to grant a $500 refundable individual 
income tax credit for individuals who qualify as active emergency responders, active 
rescue squad members, or active volunteer firefighters.  The qualifications were 
established by sections 1 through 5 of the bill.  Essentially, the individuals were to be 
approved by the authority in control of a volunteer fire department and meet criteria 
based points awarded for certain service, training and other activities to receive the 
credit.
